them every possible assistance. I 
have Iioartily supported every effort 
to secure the passage of such legisla- 
tion, and toward the close of the la.st 
seaslun of couKress the coinniltiee on 
agriculture rej.orted favorably a bill 
to vroblblt Ibis evil and it is genei 
ally ooaeoded that the bill will paaa. 

Tobacco Tax. 
To the tobacco growers of the 
Ninth Kentucky district, I am pleased 
to say that I voted for and aided ma- 
terially In seourint an amendmeat to 
tho tariff bill, removing tho • per 
■eont tax fmm leaf tobacco. 
Rivers and Harbors Appropriations. 
Since I have been a member i>f con 
green i have ijecured the following 
appropriations for Big Sandy river — 
aided by Congressman J. A. Hughes 
and Congresaman Langley: 

Fifty thousand dollars for improve- 
maata on the dams already aeonred 
fbr that stream beCore I entered con- 
gress. We secured $150,000 for the 
conatruclion of locks and dams in 
Tug and Ijevisa forks of 111;; Sandy, 
known as dams No. 1 We have also 
secured |J.".ij.(IO(i for construction of 
dams .\o. 2 in the same forks. 

In the river and harbor bill passed 
at the last session of congress, a:*- 
slated by Congressman A. R. John- 
son of Ohio. I secured a provisirn in 
that bill for the construction of lock 
and dam No. 29 In the Ohio river b»- 
tween Catlettsburg ami .\shland.' 
which means an outl<i> of $i..'.cu,ooo 
along the border of ihi- district. I 
have billa pending for the construc- 
tion of dam No. 30, to be located 
near (ireeuup, Ky.; dam No. 31 to 
be located near Portomouth. O.: dam 
No. 32. to be located between Mays- 
ville and Manchester, O., and dam 
No. 3;i. to be located near Wellsljurg, 
Ky . each of which will mean an "x- 
peiiiiiliiie of 11, ,■.00,000 In the dis- 
trict I expect all of these dams will 
be provided for in the next river and 
harbor bill. 

Public Buildings. 
Prior to tlie time 1 entered con- ] 
grcBs the Ninth Keniiick> district had j 
only one public buiUlinK in- it, which I 
Is located at Maysvllle, Ky., and ' 
which coat the government $40,000. 
Since I have been serving the district 
in congress I have secured an appro '\ 
prlation of $110,000 for public build- 
ing fui CatlettslrirK. K> . the con- ! 
tract for which has now been let uud 
the h i din,' w II b<' conii)lete»l within 
the next year l have also secured 
an appn^prliitlon of $75,000 for the 
erection of a public buUdins tor Cyn- 
thlaaa. Ky. The plaat for this build- 
ing will soon be completed aad sd 
vertisements for bids fOr its construe 
tlon. I Save also secured an appn> 
prlation of $20,000 to purchase a site 
upon w^ich to erec(y f pabtlQ. )iuitdli\g 



In Ashlsnd. Ky Bids for 'tfifs aTle 
has already been made to the trei.s 
ury department, and no doubt ' one 
will he aeoapted, all bids being with- 
in the appropriation. I have bill 4 
pending for approprlatlonB for public 
buildings at Augusta, Ky : Flemings- 
Ijurg, Ky., and Carlisle. Ky My pur- 
pose is 111 secure one lor i-ach tow-i 
in the district as it beconies large 
enough to be entitled to a public 
building under the rules of the com- 
mittee.
